Two Indias 
The surprising feature of Prim e M inister A ttlee’s 
proposal for the partitioning of India was the unani­ 
mity with which it was received. In New Delhi, Mos­ 
lem leaders were jubilant. Hindu leaders, who m ight 
have been ex pected to oppose it, were optimistic, P an­ 
dit Nehru say ing, “It may be th a t th is way we shall 
reach th at united India sooner than otherw ise.” 
In London, W inston Churchill and the Conserva­ 
tives promised to support the plan, envisioning a time 
when the new states would decide to stay , as C hurch­ 
ill put it, “within the my sterious circle of the B ritish 
Com monwealth.” Only G andhi rem ains unreconciled. 
I t’s a complicated, even hodgepodge, plan the B rit­ 
ish have worked out but it appears the only one with 
a chance of succeeding There will be two sovereign 
states on the vast Indian subcontinent, H industan 
with 19 8.000,000 inhabitants and Pakistan with 57,000,- 
Q00. One section of Pakistan will be Isolated from the 
rest, and to this Ls added the problem of the Princely 
¿States which under B ritish rule have enjoy ed wide 
privileges. 
The problems of separating finance, army , com­ 
m unications and all the other sy stem s which knit peo­ 
ples together, are tremendous. T here will have to be 
countless boundary arbitrations and w ithin Pakistan 
the form ation of subdivisions to look after Hindu m in­ 
orities. Tin* complex ity and vastness 
o f the task stag­ 
gers the imagination. 
Both sides agree Lord Mount bat ten has been a sin­ 
cere. fair m ediator in working out this broad plan in 
only 10 weeks. In the words of a spokesman for the 
Sikhs, another Indian m inority , "It is not true to say 
we are happy together but this plan is something 
worth while. Let us take it th at way .” 


As of J une, 1947 
Secretary or State M arshall’s address to the H ar­ 
vard Alumni Association contained a valuable outline 
of United States foreign policy . 
’’For the past 10 y ears,” he said, speaking of E ur­ 
ope,” conditions have bebn highly abnorm al The fever­ 
ish preparation for war and the more feverish m ain­ 
tenance of the war efforts engulfed all aspects of na t­ 
ional economics . . . The breakdown of the business 
structure was complete. Recovery has been seriously 
retarded by the fact that two y ears after the close of 
hostilities a peace settlem ent with G erm any and Aus­ 
tria has not been agreed upon . . . Our policy is dl- 
trected not against any country or doctrine but against 
hunger, poverty , desperation and chaos. Its purix ise 
.should be the revival of a working economy in the 
world so as to permit emergence of political and social 
condition in which free institutions can e x ist.. .T he in­ 
itiative should come from Europe ..T h e role of this 
country should consist of friendly aid in the drafting 
of a European program and of later support of such a 
program so far as it may be practical for us to do. The 
program should be a joint one, agreed to by a number, 
if not all European nations.” 
Chaos Is the enemy of free institutions. The United 
states will try to overcome chaos and the friends of 
chaos, to preserve free institutions. In so doing it m ust 
preserve itself from chaos at homo, as well as abroad.
